CURIOUS PPENOMESON.—One of the most 


curious spectacles ever witnessed in tho 
heavens was exhibited to-day, at about 
hnlf-past eleven o'clock in tho forenoon. 
There was a largo luminous circle, its 
southern circumference cutting tho sun's 
disc exactly in the centre, its. northern 
making a declination of about forty-iivo 
degrees, with its center nearly at tho zenith. 
There was another smaller circle which 
had tho aun for its center, intersecting tho 
larger circle, of course, at two points, Tho 
points of intersection were marked by 
tho brightest hues of the rainbow, the wholo 
sky being covered with a thin, filmy 
cloud. 
Presently the smaller circle began 


to assumo tho form of an ellipse, its foci 
boing east and west of the sun in tho di- 
rect lino of its or)). As tho circumference 
ontraotcd into tho sides of tho ellipse, tho 
side, towards the zenith grew brighter, till 
it almost exactly resembled n rainbow. 
This wholo exhibition lusted for 
KOIIIO 


time, and really looked as though some ce- 
.estial astronomer had been mapping out 
the heav.ens into mathematical figures. 
Whether it was a political, sooial or mete- 
orological augury, it was certainly a very 
bright and beautiful ono.

eurious spectacles ever witnessed iu the 
heavens was exhibited to-day, at about 
half-past eleven o'clock in tho forenoon. 
There was a large luminous circle, its 
southern circumference cutting the sun's 
disc exactly in the centre,, its. northern 
making a declination of about forty-five 
legrees, with its center nearly at the zenith. 
There was another smaller circle which 
iad tho sun for its center, intersecting the 
argcr circle, of course, at two points. The 
joints of intersection were marked by 
the brightcsthues of tho rainbow, the whole 
sky baing covered with a thin, iilmy 
cloud. Presently the smaller circle began 
to assume the form of an ellipse, its foci 
being east and west of the sun in the di- 
rect lino of its. orb. As the circumference 
jontracted into the Hides of the ellipse, the 
iide towards tho zenith grew brighter, till 
t almost exactly 'resembled A rainbow. 
This whole exhibition lasted for some 
hue, and really looked as though some ce- 
estial astronomer had been mapping out 
lie heav.ens into mathematical figures.
